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LONDON,  Sept.  9.  —  Premier  Mackenzie  King's  depreca- 
tion of  hazardous  air  flights  over  the  ocean,  and  his  inti- 
mation at  Ottawa  yesterday  that  the  Canadian  Parliament 
might  be  asked  to  pass  legislation  at  its  next  session  for  control 
of  transatlantic  flying  to  and  from  the  Dominion,  is  in  line  with 
views  expressed  onathis  side  of  the  Atlantic  by  one  of  the  lead- 
ing British  manufacturers  of  airplanes.  Mr.  A.  V.  Roe. 

Mr.  Roe  has  written  to  The  Times  i  

on  the  question  as  follows:  "It  Is 
absurd  to  continue  risking  life  and 
property  thus  until  we  have  suitable 
aircraft  for  the  purpose." 

He  dwells  on  the  progress  that  is 
being  made  with  new  types  of  air- 
craft, and  continues: 

"In  the  near  future,  huge  metal 
flying  boats  will  be  able  to  traverse 
wide  stretches  of  water  with  prac- 
tically no  risks.  Why.  then,  take 
them  now,  when  pilots  can  render 
greater  service  In  other  directions?" 
GOVERNMENT  CONTROL 
The  Manchester  Guardian  ex- 
presses surprise  at  the  anomaly  that 
the  British  Air  Ministry  has  no 
more  power  In  the  matter  of  flying 
than  to  satisfy  itself  that  a  machine 
is  not  overloaded,  and  says  the  Air 
Ministry  should  have  greater  power 
than  it  has  now  in  that  regard. 

A  message  received  here  from 
Melbourne  says  the  Australian  Gov- 
ernment Intends  taking  immediate 
action  to  prevent  men  from  at- 
tempting long  flights  overseas  In 
unstable  machines,  while  promising 
the  utmost  technical  assistance  to 
any  Australian  pilot  attempting  to 
fly  between  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land In  a  suitable  machine. 

EX  MINISTER'S  VIEW 
LONDON.  Sept  9  — Opposition  to 
continuing  transatlantic  flights  at 
this  time  of  year  was  voiced  by  Lord 
Thomson,  former  British  Air  Sec- 
retary, in  an  interview  in  The  Eve- 
ning News  today.

ST  JOHN  S.  Nfld..  Sept  9— "We 
undertook  the  Job  and  we  want  to 
see  It  through,  said  Pilot  Phil  Wood, 
of  the  monoplane  Royal  Windsor, 
when  asked  here  tonight  If  he  and 
his  co-ptlot.

Three  Indians  on  the  West  Coast 
of  Vancouver  Island,  from  the  vicin- 
ity of  Clayoquot  have  been  taken 
into  custody  as  a  result  of  the  And- 
ing  of  the  body  of  Mr.  Edward  A. 
Leach,  more  than  a  week  ago,  on 
board  his  stranded  launch  with  all 
Indications  pointing  to  the  fact  that 
he  had  come  to  his  death  by  violence. 

The  Indians  are  Edwin  Joe,  Jacob 
George  and  Pennan  David.  They 
have  been  removed  to  Albernl.  where 
they  are  being  held  by  the  Provincial 
Police  pending  launching  of  court 
procedings  against  them.  Inspector 
T.  W  8.  Parsons,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  Investigations  Into  the 
c*se.  following  his  arrival  a  few  days 
after  the  alleged  crime.  Is  still  on  the 
West  Coast  He  is  expected  to  ar- 
rive in  this  city  in  the  next  day  or 
two 

The  particulars  connected  with  the 
arrest  of  the  Indians  are  not  known 
locally,  pending  the  return  of  In- 
spector Parsons. 

A  report  from  the  West  Coast  Is  to 
the  effect  that  on  the  night  that  the 
attack  is  supposed  to  have  taken 
place  there  were  voices  heard  from 
the  direction  of  the  launch.  They 
indicated  that  there  was  some  quar- 
reling In  progress.

i  K  AIMED  OBSERVATIONS 

"Do  uniform  and  textbook  go 
hand  in  hand?"  aaked  the  speaker, 
who  maintained,  in  reply  to  her 
own  question,  that  surely  observa- 
tion played  an  important  part  In  a 
nurse's  training,  but  that  it  should 
be  the  observation  of  a  trained 
and  intelligent  mind.  The  theoreti- 
cal and  practical,  in  other  words, 
went  hand  in  hand.  In  the  mini- 
mum demanded  by  the  standard 
curriculum  at  the  present  time  was 
two  years'  high  school  work,  al- 
though applicants  with  matricula- 
tion standing  were  preferred.  The 
difficulties  encountered  by  the 
private  school  student  and  outside 
applicants  were  mentioned  at  this 
point,  although  it  was  shown  that 
it  was  possible  for  such  students  to 
get  their  standing  by  taking  the 
Government  examinations.  Miss 
Cavers  seemed  to  think  that  the 
standard  two  years'  high  school 
course,  with  its  opportunities  for 
study  of  physics,  botany  and  chem- 
istry, was  better  foundation  for 
nursing  than  the  study  of  commer- 
cial subjects. 

It  was  also  shown  by  Miss  Cavers 
that  although  the  need  for  nurses 
was  great  the  advancing  educational 
standard  tended  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  applicants.  Out  of  a  possible 
5.600  girl  students  In  British  Co- 
lumbia high  schools  in  1925-*26 
there  should  have  been  enough 
candidates  to  supply  the  eighteen 
training  schools  In  the  Province. 
But  while  there  was  a  dearth  of 
nurses,  the  teacher  market  was  sur- 
feited. 324  young  women  last  year 
having  taken  teachers'  certificates 
in  British  Columbia. 

"Do  we  make  It  plainly  under- 
stood that  there  Is  a  continual  de- 
mand for  nurses?"  asked  Miss 
Cavers,  who  added  that  it  was  time 
to  revise  the  educational  standard 
and  place  it  on  a  definite  basis. 
FURTHER  OPINIONS 

Mrs.  Wilmot,  of  Kelowna.  pointed 
out  that  the  smaller  training 
schools  would  feel  any  raising  of 
the  standard  more  acutely  than  the 
bigger  ones,  owing  to  the  popularity 
of  the  latter  both  on  account  of 
their  size  and  the  fact  that  they 
were  situated  in  the  bigger  cities 
Miss  Ellis  'Vancouver)  thought  that 
perhaps  a  commercial  course  might 
be  valuable  to  intending  applicants. 
Sister  Mary  Mildred  also  thought 
that  a  business  course,  particularly 
if  it  were  coupled  with  a  certain 
amount  of  business  experience, 
might  assist  In  developtaR  a  sense 
of  responsibility  and  reliability, 
both  very  valuable  in  nursing.  On 
the  other  hand  this  did  not  elimi- 
nate the  idea  of  favoring  a  good 
educational  standard.  Miss  Oray 
drew  a  comparison  with  the  medi- 
cal profeasion.  This  profession  cer- 
tainly had  a  definite  educational 
standard.  She  also  recommended 
post-graduate  work  as  one  way  of 
making  up  deficiencies  and  "brush- 
ing up." 

Sister  Mary  Mildred's  "Practical 
Points  in  Nursing  Procedure"  were 
methodically  arranged  and  several 
of  the  recommendations  made  by 
her  were  heartily  approved  by  sub- 
sequent speakers.  The  basis  of  the 
majority  of  her  recommendations 
was  maximum  expediency  and 
efficiency  with  least  effort.  Her 
first  recommendation  was  that  regu- 
lar meetings  of  supervisors  should 
be  held  for  the  discussion  of  nurs- 
ing problems.  St.  Josephs  Hospital 
had  adopted  these  with  a  view  to 
lessening  overlapping  In  certain  de- 
partments of  work,  and  the  outcome 
had  been  entirely  satisfactory. 
Among  the  measures  adopted  as  the 
result  of  this  conference  had  been 
(1)  standardized  trays,  making  all 
service  uniform,  so  that  nurses  knew 
exactly  how  a  tray  should  look;  <2> 
standardized  dressing  trays  with  a 
standard  assortment  of  gauze, 
alcohol.  Iodine,  borax  and  other 
supplies    of    the    kind,  and  a  full 


supply  of  specified  sterilised  lnstru 
ments;  i3>  operation  trays ;  i4>  blood- 
test  trays;  (5)  hypodermic  trays; 
(6)  Infant  and  maternity  traysl 
These  trays  were  always  in  readi- 
elng  prepared  by  special 
nurses  early  In  the  morning.  Stan- 
dardized charting  was  also  recom- 
mended. 

SPLINT  CABINET 

Sister  Mary  MUdred's  description 
of  a  standard  splint  cabinet,  run 
on  wheels  and  easily  pushed  from 
ward  to  ward  as  required,  provoked 
subsequent  comment  as  being  a  very 
original  and  useful  recommendation. 
Splints,  tools,  twine,  weights,  etc., 
all  had  their  place  In  this  cabinet. 
Printed  dismissal  forms,  ready  for 
filling  In  Just  prior  to  the  patient's 
departure  from  hospital,  were  also 
described.  Sister  Mary  Mildred  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  the  delegates 
to  vl*it,8t.  Joseph's  Hospital  to  see 
the  various  trays,  splint  cabinet,  etc, 
described. 
Miss  Gray  gave  a  comprehensive 
of  the  conference  on  nursing 
held  in  Toronto  last  June,  grouping 
her  matter  under  four  heads;  The 
events  leading  up  to  the  conference; 
the  conference  itself;  the  outcome 
of  the  conference;  and  the  effect 
of  the  conference  on  nursing  prob- 
lems. 

Nurse  delegates  had  attended 
from  all  over  Canada,  each  Prov- 
ince sending  its  special  representa- 
tive. Miss  Oray  noted  that  Miss 
Jean  Brown,  former  president  of 
the  association,  and  a  visitor  to 
Victoria  last  Winter  In  her  capacity 
of  Junior  Red  Cross  organizer,  had 
represented  Prince  Edward  Island. 
Miss  Oray  herself  represented  Brit- 
ish Columbia  University. 

The  conference  had  discussed 
every  phase  and  angle  of  nursing 
and  nursing  problems.  Among  the 
latter  was  the  problem  of  nursing 
in  the  rural  districts;  also,  how  to 
make  skilled  nursing  available  to 
everyone.  Nursing  education  is  not 
a  problem  to  be  dealt  with  only  by 
nurses,  but  should  be  taken  up  by 
hospital  executives  and  doctors.  In 
this  connection  the  recommendation 
was  made  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  go.  into  the  question  of 
curricula  of  nurses'  training  schools 


to  determine  authority  for  (be  edu- 
cation of  nurses.

RECALLS  CONFERENCE 
Reviewing  s<Jme  of  the  Important 
things  leading  up  to  the  nursing 
conference  at  Toronto.  Miss  Oray 
recalled  the  conference  on  medical 
services  that  had  been  held  in  the 
Dominion  Parliament  Buildings  at 
Ottawa  in  March  last,  when  Dr. 
Stewart    Cameron,    of  Peterboro, 
had  presented  a  paper  on  nurses 
and  nursing  service  in  which  he 
contended  that  nursing  entered  the 
larger  field  of  medical  service.  This 
paper  had  been  less  a  critlciam  than 
a  presentation  of  the  common  alms 
of  the  medical  men  and  nursing 
for  the  mitigation  of  suffering  and 
the  Improvement  of  the  health  of 
the  nation,  and  the  whole  question 
had  again  been  brought  up  by  Dr. 
Cameron  at  the  Toronto  conference 
In  the  form  of  a  resolution  In  which 
he  called  for  the  formation  of  a 
Joint  committee  composed  of  medi- 
cal and  nursing  professions  for  the 
discussion  of  the  problem  of  nursing 
education    In    its    various  phases, 
nursing  in  'Cities,  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts, private  duty  nursing,  the  sup- 
ply and  demand  of  nurses,  and  the 
question  of  authority    in  nursing 
education.    There  had  also  arisen 
the  question  of  seniority  of  the  pro- 
fessions: which  was  senior  to  the 
other,  nursing  or  the  medical  pro- 
fession?   The  question  of  nursing 
education  In  its  various  aspects  had 
finally  been  left  to  a  subcommittee 
of  seven,  composed  of  three  phy- 
sicians, three  nurses  and  one  lay- 
man, the  last-mentioned  holding  a 
strategic  position  In  having  the  de- 
ciding vote  between  the  three  medi- 
cal men  and  the  three  nurses. 

Another  Important  question  which 
had  come  before  that  conference 
was  "What  is  the  concern  of  the 
Hospital  Association  in  nursing 
problems?" 

NURSING  IMPORTANT 
"Is  there  any  one  factor  In  a  hos- 
pital which  contributes  more  to  the 
success  of  a  hospital  and  Its  stand- 
ing in  the  community  than  a  good 
nursing  service"  asked  Miss  Oray. 
who  noted  that  nursing  had  passed 
through  its  primitive  stages  and  ad- 
vanced to  the  point  where  It  sought 
the  highest  Ideals  of  service  to 
humanity.  But  there  was  still  a 
variation  of  method  Some  hospi- 
tals were  only  concerned  with  the 
care  of  the  sick,  whilst  others  also 
undertook  the  training  of  young 
women  for  the  nursing  profession. 

"We  must  think  not  only  nation- 
ally but  internationally."  urged  Miss 
Orav.  In  pressing  for  a  broader  view 
of  nursing  If  Canada  did  not  offer 
an  educational  nursing  programme 
as  advanced  as  any  that  could  be 
procured  anywhere  else  In  the  world, 
then  Canada  could  not  hope  to  at- 
tract nurses.  Canada  could  not  af- 
ford to  take  second  place,  and  Cana- 
dians were  being  forced  into  com- 
parison with  the  great  nations.  It 
was  impossible  to  try  to  fm prove  the 
nursing  educational  system  without 
any  real  knowledge  or  surrey  of 
the  nursing  education  system

Health  m 
an  ad.ii  t-  before  the  mot  nmg 
sion.  He  favored  the  objective  of  a 
health  tax  imposed  on  all  citizens. 
In  that  way  all  would  be  entitled  to 
free  hospital  treatment. 

This  system  would  enable  the 
salaried  man  to  secure  the  benefit 
of  the  very  latest  aids  to  diagnosis 
and  treatment,  whereas  under  the 
present  system  he  could  not  afford 
it.  thus  hampering  the  doctor  as 
well  as  the  patient.  If  the  patien* 
were  able  to  pay  such  a  heavy  hos- 
pital bUl.  It  meant  that  the  doctor 
got  nothing,  or  vice  versa. 

"Why  not  place  these  facilities  at 
the  disposal  of  the  taxpayers  In  the 
same  way  aa  you  place  the  school 
books  and  equipment?  Have  the 
state  pay  for  these  Justly  high- 
priced  men  who  have  given  years 
in  the  study  of  their  profeasion  and 
who  run  these  departments  in  the 
hospitals?  The  cost  would  be  less 
than  the  school  tax;  periodical  ex- 
amination would  be  possible,  thus 
ensuring  the  early  recognition  of 
defects  and  diseases.  It  would  be 
aa  good  an  Investment  as  we  have 
in  our  school,"  Dr.  Young  said. 
GRADED  LABORATORY  FEES 
Dr.  A  8.  Lamb.  Provincial  Hos- 
pital Inspector,  dealt  with  some 
problems.  He  suggested  that  In 
cardiograph  and  X-ray  examina- 
tions there  should  be  a  flat  rate  In 
hospitals  or  the  fees  lor  such 
should  be  graduated  according  to 
the  ability  of  patients  to  pay.  Dr. 
Lamb  also  thought  that  In  the 
smaller  hospitals,  lacking  the  fullest 
and  most  modern  equipment,  should 
charge  smaller  fees  than  In  the 
larger  Institutions. 

The  death  rate  of  ninety-one  per 
100,000  from  tuberculosis  in  the  last 
few  years  showed  a  marked  im- 
provement over  former  years,  said 
Dr.  Lamb. 

The  death  rate  among  Orientals 
and  Indians  from  this  cause  made 
this  total  as  large  as  It  was.  and 
after  deducting  these  from  the  rest 
It  was  found  that  in  1826  the  d» 
rate  from  tuberculosis  among  whites 
was  only  fifty -eight,  proving  that 
educational  work  along  these  lines 
had  proved  effective. 

His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor extended  in  person  the  greet- 
ings of  British  Columbia.

LONDON.  Sept.  9.  —  Evening 
newspapers  today  reflect  what  seems 
a  quite  general  feeling  of  the  British 
public  that  transatlantic  flights 
under  extra  ha/ardow.  conditions 
should  be  stopped.

In  the  private  dining-room  of  the 
Empress  Hotel  last  evening  the  local 
members  of  the  medical  profession 
gathered  at  dinner,  in  keeping  with 
the  system  adopted  for  the  holding 
of  extramural  education  courses 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Canadian 
Medical  Association,  and  which  la 
doing  so  much  for  benefiting  the 
practitioners  throughout  the  coun- 
try 

This  plan  has  been  in  practice  for 
the  past  two  years  and  has  been 
made  possible  by  the  gift  of  $30,000 
from  the  Sun  Life  Assurance  Com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  carrying  to 
the  various  parts  of  the  Dominion 
the  most  up-to-date  information 
along  various  lines  of  medical  prac- 
tice without  placing  upon  the  med- 
ical practitioners  the  necessity  of 
leaving  their  own  centres. 

Three  specialists  were  present 
yesterday  to  lend  their  assistance  to 
the  local  medical  men.  and  this  aid 
was  continued  through  last  night's 
dinner  meeting.  They  were  Dr.  A. 
Primrose.  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  and  Professor  of  Surgery 
in  Toronto  University;  Dr  Duncan 
Oraham.  Professor  of  Medicine.  To- 
ronto University,  and  Dr.  W.  V. 
Burnett.  Gynaecologist.  Vancouver 
Oeneral  Hospital. 

These  men  are  spending  four 
weeks  in  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia In  compliance  with  the  plan 
of  the  Canadian  Medical  Associa- 
tion. While  they  are  holding  the 
meetings  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
the  great  object  In  view  Is  to  bring 
to  the  more  outlying  centres  the  ad- 
vantages' of  knowledge  which  the 
latest  scientific  research  has  brought 
out  In  connection  with  various 
phases  of  disease  This  has  been 
found  of  Inestimable  advantage  to 
the  doctors  in  the  scattered  parts  of 
the  country. 

As  an  Instance  of  the  Interest 
taken  In  the  movement  the  Infor- 
mation was  given  that  at  Pernle  one 
doctor  drove  160  miles  to  take  part 
In  the  sessions  of  the  day  when  the 
specialists  visited  that  place.  To  do 
this  he  started  at  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  did  not  leave  Fernie 
for  his  home  again  until  12:30  the 
following  morning  for  the  160-mile 
return  trip  Another  doctor  drove 
152  miles  to  be  present.

VANCOUVER.  Sept.  9 —Sir  Wil- 
liam Samuel  Glyn-Jones.  of  Sutton. 
Surrey.  Eng.,  aged  fifty-eight, 
famous  British  pharmacist,  barrister 
and  former  member  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  passed  away  at  the  Oen- 
eral Hospital  at  B:45  ajn.  today  after 
a  month's  Illness. 

He  came  to  British  Columbia  about 
the  middle  of  August,  in  the  course 
of  a  tour  of  Canada  While  visiting 
in  Victoria  he  was  taken  ill  and  was ! 
removed  to  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital.  His  daughter.  Miss  Glyn- 
Jones,  accompanied  him  to  Vancou- 
ver and  was  a  constant  attendant 
at  his  sick  bed 

In  1885  he  was  a  young  chemist  in 
Stepney,  which  he  later  represented 
as  a  Liberal  member  from  1911-18.

The  story  surrounds  two  boys  of 
sixteen  years  of  age  and  their  ad- 
ventures from  the  time  they  leave 
Fort  Victoria  until  after  that  famous 
battle  of  the  gorges,  which  Is 
claimed  to  have  taken  a  toll  of  132 
lives  among  the  white  people. 

Intimate  glimpses  are  given  Into 
the  rharacter  of  8ir  James  Douglas, 
governor  and  chief  factor  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  at  Victoria, 
while  the  early  history  of  Nanalmo 
and  the  trouble  with  the  Indians  is 
made  more  thrilling  by  recounting 
the  adventures  of  the  two  vouthful 
heroes  of  the  book.

VANCOUVER.  Sept.  •— After 
hearing  argument  by  counsel  ras- 
ter day.  County  Court  Judge  H.  8 
Cay  ley  acting  as  an  extradition 
commissioner,  this  afternoon  decided 
that  sufficient  evidence  had  been 
adduced  to  warrant  the  extradition 
of  Father  Patrick  A  O Connor  to 
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LIQUOR  PROFITS 


The  Union  of  B.C.  Municipalities  is  to  hold  its 
annual  convention  this  year  at  Nanaimo.  and  among 
the  subjects  which  it  could  legitimately  discuss  is  the 
declining  proportion  of  the  profits  of  the  Provincial 
Government's  Ijquor  Control  policy  which  are  an- 
nually paid  to  the  municipalities.  During  the  six 
months  ending  on  March  31  last,  the  Government 
made  liquor  profits  totalling  $1,913,872,  and  of 
this  amount  $543,506.  or  little  more  than  one-fourth, 
was  paid  to  municipalities  based  on  school  attendance 
figures.  Under  the  original  clause  of  the  Government 
Control  Act.  it  was  provided  that  "one-half  of  the 
net  amount  (of  profits)  shall  be  apportioned  and 
paid  to  the  several  municipalities  in  the  Province  in 
proportion  to  their  respective  population,  as  a  part 
of  the  municipal  revenue." 

Since  the  Act  was  first  drafted,  provision  has 
been  made  to  pay  out  of  the  profits  derived  from  its 
operation  certain  sums  to  hospitals,  and  also  the 
amounts  requited  for  Mothers'  Pensions.  For  the 
six  months  ending  on  March  31  last,  a  sum  of 
$229,074  was  set  aside  for  hospitals  and  $386,712 
for  Mothers'  Pensions.  These  amounts  were  taken 
by  the  Government  from  the  liquor  profits:  and  the 
municipalities  have  had  to  suffer  in  proportion.  The 
Government  set  aside  out  of  the  liquor  profits,  to 
thjp  credit  of  its  own  consolidated  fund,  a  sum  of 
$763,580.  The  question  that  naturally  arises  is  the 
extent  to  which  the  municipalities  are  getting  a  square 
daal  Proportionately  to  the  increase  in  liquor  profits 
lib*-  municipalities  are  getting  less  each  year,  and 
tfcry  are  suffering  in  silence  because  apparently  their 
cfrn  elected  representatives  will  not  take  up  the 
cbdgels  in  their  defence. 

The  process  of  attrition  of  liquor  profits  going  to 
municipalities  will  no  doubt  go  on  all  the  time,  and 
the  Provincial  Government  will  continue  to  allocate 
to  itself  more  and  more  of  the  revenues  which  accrue 
through  the  sale  of  liquor.  A  proper  allocation,  on 
the  basis  of  the  original  Act.  should  be  insisted  upon. 
If  the  municipalities,  as  they  have  in  the  past,  allow 
incursions  to  be  made  repeatedly  on  their  proportion 
of  the  profits  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  we  may 
look  forward  to  legislation  at  the  next  session  of  ihr 
Provincial  Legislature  which  will  provide  for  the 
payment  of  British  Columbia's  share  of  old  age  pen- 
sions out  of  the  liquor  profits.  If  this  is  done  it 
is  quite  possible  that  the  municipalities'  share,  origin- 
ally estimated  at  one-half  of  the  net  profits,  will  de- 
fine to  the  zero  mark.

ernment. The  Assembly  is  al«o  to9dcctde  whether 
elections  to  the  Council  are  to  be  conducted  on  a 
system  of  transferable  votes  and  if  the  Council  will 
meet  three  or  four  times  a  year.

A  sunlight  substitute  advocated  for  use  in  coun- 
tries which  suffer  overmuch  from  darkened  skies  is 
the  incandescent  filament  lamp.  It  is,  however,  in- 
sisted upon  that  the  glass  bulb  with  which  the  in- 
candescent filament  is  covered  should  be  quart/  glass 
or  the  new  vitaglass.  Vitaglass  is  almost  completely 
transparent  to  the  ultra-violet  rays  of  the  incandescent 
filament,  and.  therefore,  there  is  a  supply  of  the 
artificial  sunlight  available,  and  far  more  so  than  in 
the  case  of  the  ordinary  glass  bulb.  With  the  progress 
of  invention  there  is  a  demand  for  artificial  sunshine, 
though  there  is  nothing  which  can  take  sunshine's 
place  adequately  in  the  promotion  of  health. 


PLNALTILS  ON  THRIFT 
i 

Politicians  nowadays  are  proceeding  on  the 
assumption  that  the  spread  of  education,  pensions  and 
schemes  of  social  reform  of  all  characters  are  the 
ways  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  and  bring  about 
what  some  of  them  call  "the  rectification  of  the  gross 
inequalities  of  wealth."  The  burdens  of  social  reform 
are  thrown  largely  on  the  employing  class  to  benefit 
the  class  employed.  The  employing  class  probably 
represents  about  two  and  a  half  per  cent  of  the 
population  of  a  country.  It  is  that  class  that  always 
has  to  meet  the  expenses  of  sumptuary  legislation,  and 
politicians  have  not  yet  arrived  at  the  realization  that 
there  are  limits  to  the  ability  to  collect  taxes,  espe- 
cially when  the  application  of  the  moneys  so  raised 
sap  the  initiative  and  energies  of  the  employed. 

Political  economists  on  the  other  hand  maintain 
that  the  only  true  way  to  raise  the  standard  of  living 
ii  by  increasing  production  and  exports.  It  is  a 
simpler,  sounder,  and  more  logical  way  than  sump- 
tuary legislation.  Making  the  rich  poor  through  the 
medium  of  taxation  will  not.  in  the  long  run.  make 
the  poor  any  richer,  for.  in  proportion  as  the  employer 
class  is  milched,  limits  are  set  to  the  pateralism  of 
governments.  Social  legislation  everywhere  has  put 
pnealties  on  thrift  because  it  is  axiomatic  to  suppose 
that  there  will  be  a  silent  determination  not  to  save 
moneys  so  that  what  is  called  the  State  may  benefit. 
Increased  social  services,  therefore,  bring  evils  in 
their  wake.  and.  above  all,  as  their  ramifications 
grow,  they  are  bringing  peoples  more  closely  face 
to  face  with  the  problem  of  where  is  it  all  going  to 
end?  There  is  a  new  poor  class,  formerly  the  middle 
class,  now  developing  in  Britain,  and.  in  a  lesser 
degree,  that  new  poor  class,  in  relation  to  other 
classes,  may  be  found  also  in  this  Dominion.  The 
point  to  which  taxation  is  reaching  was  dealt  with 
recently  by  The  London  Times  in  relation  to  the 
conference  of  the  Labor  Party  and  its  demands  for 
further  legislation  of  the  social  reform  character.  The 
Times  said: 

"Every  penny  of  taxation  raises  the  cost  of  exports 
and  therefore  lessens  the  effective  demand  for  them. 
Every  penny  lessens  the  savings  available  for  those 
investments  abroad  which  are  a  chief  factor  in  the 
invisible  exports.  In  both  ways  it  reduces  the  fund 
from  which  we  pay  for  our  food  and  for  the  raw 
materials  required  for  our  manufactures.  Our  exports 
of  manufactured  goods  are  the  fruits  of  British  labor 
employed  upon  imported  raw  materials  and  fed 
upon  imported  food.  We  cannot  feed  ourselves.  We 
cannot  manufacture  without  the  raw  materials.  We 
raonot  provide  a  bare  subsistence  for  our  huge 
population  without  them.  The  power  of  capital  and 
labor  working  together  to  provide  wealth  is  pro- 
gressive, but  it  is  limited  at  any  time  by  the  com- 
mand at  that  time  of  man  over  matter  On  the  other 
hand,  the  demands  of  Socialism  are  progressive,  and 
are  at  all  time,  unlimited  A  glance  at  the  proposals 
ai  the  F-xecutive  Committee  (of  the  Labor  Party) 
will  show  that  not  even  £100.000.000  a  year  would 
ItW  sufficient  to  carry  them  out     And  they  have  no

81r  Joseph  FlaveUe  is  not  a  pessi- 
mist In  any  sense  with  respect  to 
the  position  of  Canada,  and  his 
present  trip  to  the  Pacific,  the  first 
in  six  years,  has  increased  his  con- 
fidence In  the  possibilities  of  the 
country. 

The  wealth  of  the  Dominion  was 
ever  increasing.  A  most  encour- 
aging aspect  of  the  situation,  he 
pointed  out,  in  the  investments 
that  the  people  of  the  Dominion 
were  making  in  the  borrowings  of 
the  country  in  the  line  of  munici- 
pal, provincial  and  Dominion  loans. 

In  1911  he  pointed  out  that  the 
borrowings  of  the  Dominion  for  the 
purposes  indicated  were  $800,000,000. 
But  of  this  sum  the  part  that  was 
absorbed  in  Canada  was  only  about 
forty  per  cent.  The  altered  con- 
ditions were  shown  in  the  fact  that 
in  1926  the  borrowings  in  Canada 
under  the  heads  enumerated 
amounted  to  $4^00.000.000  and  of 
this  radically  increased  amount 
represented  in  the  borrowings  there 
in  the  Dominion  lt- 
than  sixty-eight  per 
cent. 

Canada  was  accumulating  liquid 
assets  at  a  very  marked  rate,  said 
Sir  Joseph.  In  spite  of  the  grum- 
bling heard  at  times.  There  had 
been  borrowed  since  the  beginning 
01  the  war  no  less  a  sum  than  Vi  - 
400.000.000.  There  had  been  spent 
by  the  Imperial  Government  in  the 
Dominion  in  this  time  through  the 
Munitions  Board,  and  In  other 
directions  another  $1,300,000,000. 
The  United  States  had  invested  in 
Canada  not  leas  than  $600,000,000. 
and  it  might  even  be  that  this  sum 
might  have  reached  nearer  $1,000.-

SIR  THOMAS  WHITK 

Sir  Thomas  White,  who  was 
formerly  Minister  of  Finance  of  the 
Dominion,  remarks  upon  the  grow- 
ing prosperity  that  is  in  evidence  in 
the  Dominion.  The  grain  output 
this  year  on  the  Prairies,  he  felt, 
»  o  u  1  d  approximate  something 
around  400.000.000  bushels. 

The  conditions  in  the  West  were 
not  the  only  favorable  ones  in  the 
Dominion.  All  across  the  continent 
m  the  area  of  the  Dominion  were 
to  be  seen  indications  of  the  grow- 
ing prosperity  of  the  country.  In 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  following 
the  recent  troubles  experienced,  the 
indications  were  steadily  improving. 
Sir  Thomas  said  he  felt  that  in 
Canada  the  banks  were  serving  the 
Interest  of  the  Dominion  well  as  a 
whole.  They  had  a  very  stabilizing 
etlect  upon  the  business  life  of  the 
various  communities,  and  could  be 
well  said  to  be  taking  a  full  share 
In  promoting  industrial  develop- 
ment. 

MR.  S.  H.  LOGAN 
Mr.  S.  H.  Logan,  the  general  man- 
ager of  the  Bank  of  Commerce, 
who  Is  a  regular  visitor  to  the  West, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  British 
Columbia  was  having  its  full  share 
in  the  development  taking  place 
elsewhere  In  the  Dominion,  and 
that  the  results  would  be  most  bene- 
ficial. The  mining  expansion  was 
keeping  up  well,  and  was  bringing 
a  vast  amount  of  wealth  into  the 
country.  In  Northern  Ontario  there 
vas  a  great  deal  of  attention  being 
drawn  to  the  mining  possibilities, 
and  vast  amounts  of  money  were 
being  attracted  that  way.  This 
might  have  the  effect  for  a  time  of 
detracting  a  little  from  the  invest- 
ments in  a  mining  line  In  British 
Columbia,  but  he  did  not  anticipate 
that  there  would  be  any  prolonged 
disadvantage  accrue  to  British  Co- 
lumbia, which  was  essentially  a 
very  rich  mining  territory. 

On  the  other  hand.  Mr.  Logan 
pointed  out  that  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  had  so  many 
avenues  of  wealth  open  to  her  that 
nothing  could  prevent  the  rapid  de- 
velopment of  the  country,  with  the  I 
continued  era  of  prosperity  In  the 
Dominion.

BAFFIN  ISLAND  DOGS 
TO  GO  TO  SLAVE  LAKE 

OTTAWA.  Sept.  8— Six  husky 
dogs,  of  the  famous  Eskimo  breed 
have  arrived  in  Ottawa,  completing 
nearly  4.000  miles  of  their  6.500-mlle 
Journe?  from  Baffin  Island  in  the 
Eastern  Arctic  to  the  country  east  of 
Oreat  Slave  Lake  in  the  Northwest 
Territories  These  degs.  which  are 
the  property  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories and  Yukon  branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior,  will  be  used 
-  a  sled  team  by  W  H  B  Hoare,  an 


8YDNEY.  N.S.,  Sep*.  9.  -A  pao-r 
presented  by  F  W  Gray  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Empire  Mining  and 
Metallurgical  Congress  held  at  Syd- 
ney. N.S..  on  September  9,  disclose* 
that  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
Canadian  producUon  of  coal  comes 
from  submarine  areas,  and  that 
I  fifty-five  per  cent  of  the  coal  output 
of  Nova  Scotia  U  drawn  from  be- 
neath the  ocean  The  paper  was  en- 
titled. Mining  Coal  Under  the  Sea 
In  Nova  Scotia;  With  Notes  on  Com- 
parable Undersea  Coal -Mining  Op- 
erations Elsewhere." 

The  world  outpr.t  of  submarine 
coal  is  at  this  dat-  13.000  000  tons. 
Canada  contributing  twenty-nine 
per  cent  of  this  total. 

With  the  exception  of  the  under- 
sea coal  mined  in  Chile  and  Japan, 
respectively  1.200.000  and  17.500.000 
tons  per  year,  the  remainder  is 
mined  In  the  British  Empire,  namely 
in  Great  Britain.  Canada  and  Aus- 
tralia. 

Coal  was  first  mined  from  under 
the  sea  in  Oreat  Britain,  and  the 
practice  all  over  the  world  has  been 
developed  by  British  /ninlng  en- 
gineers. The  mining  of  coal  at  tide- 
water, considered  in  connection  with 
the  names  of  the  foregoing  countries. 
is  seen  to  be  associated  with  growth 
of  a  mercantUe  marine  and  naval 
eminence. 

(  APE  BRETON  COALFIELD 

The  Cape  Breton  submarine  coal- 
field, with  which  the  paper  chiefly 
dealt,  being  the  only  coal  deposit 
on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  Amer- 
ican continent,  and  the  only  large 
deposit  of  bituminous  coking  coal  In 
Canada  east  of  Alberta,  possesses 
unique  economic  importance  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  Sydney  coalfield  has  a  coast 
frontage  of  thirty  miles,  and  extend* 
under  the  sea  probably  much  fur- 
ther than  mine  workings  will  be  able 
to  go  At  the  beginning  of  1926 
twelve  collieries  have  workings  un- 
der the  sea  extending  out  from  the 
shoreline  up  to  two  and  one-quarter 
miles.  and  having  solid  strata  over- 
head of  up  to  1.500  feet,  covered  by 
the  waters  of  the  Atlantic. 

Undersea  mining  has  been  irac- 
tised  on  a  large  scale  in  Nova  Scotia 
since  1877,  it  being  fifty  years  since 
the  Princess  Colliery  at  Sydney 
Mines  entered  submarine  territory, 
m  which  workings  are  still  actively 
pushed  seawards. 

To  date  undersea  mining  in  Nova 
Scotia  has  been  largely  an  un- 
planned advance  of  mine  workings 
intc  the  adjoining  undersea  areas 
consequent  upon  exhaustion  of  the 
coal  suply  under  the  land.  and.  wit! 
the  exception  of  the  recently  openec 
No  IB.  Colliery  of  the  Dominion 
Coal  Company,  there  are  no  col- 
lieries of  sufficiently  recent  date  tc 
Include  completely  modern  equip- 
ment designed  primarily  and  solely 
to  win  remote  submarine  coal.  The 
winning  of  submarine  coal  lying 
outside  the  territory  of  the  older 
cc  llleries  will,  it  is  suggested,  evoke 
new  methods  of  approach.  Mr. 
Gray  indicated  the  probable  em- 
ployment of  deep  shaft*  at  the 
shore  line  and  long  cross- measure 
tunnels  extending  many  miles  to

The  huge  haulage  roads  of  the  No. 
IB  Colliery  of  the  Dominion  Coal 
Company  is  planned  to  extend  four 
and  a  half  miles  from  shore  before 
reaching  the  prescribed  boundary. 

Sufficient  coal  is  now  proven  by 
existing  workings  to  maintain  the 
present  output  rate  for  200  years. 
Thi3  does  not  take  into  account  the 
area  of  the  submarine  field  not  as 
>et  prospected  by  workings,  which 
i«  much  greater  than  the  proven 
area. 

In  the  Inverness  Colliery  on  the 
West  Coast  of  Cape  Breton,  coal  is 
being  mined  a  rrile  from  shore,  with

AT  NANAIMO 

Under  the  Harbor  of  Nanaimo,

Mine  workings  will  eventually  ex- 
tend under  the  whole  extent  of  the 
Firth  from  Preston  pans  to  Leven. 
There  is  also  mining  under  the 
Estuary  of  the  Dee,  and  submarine 
coal,  which  will  one  day  be  worked, 
extends  off  the  coast  of  Kent  under 
the  chalk  cliffs  of  Dover.  Coal  will 
some  day  be  mined  under  Swansea 
snd  Carmarthen  Bays,  in  South 
Wales. 

Japan  has  important  undersea* 
collieries,  mining  coal  under  condi- 
tions calling  for  great  skill.  The 
better  part  of  the  coal  production 
cf  Chile  comes  from  under  the  Pa- 
cific Ocean,  near  the  Bay  of  Cor- 
onel,  where  Admiral  Cradock  and 
his  fleet  went  down.  Workings  are 
extended  almost  two  miles  under 
the  sea  here.

ESKIMOS  ADOPTING 
CLOTHING  OF  WOOL 

TORONTO.  8ept.  9.—  The  Es- 
kimos are  not  racially  Immune  from 
the  white  mans  diseases,  accord- 
ing to  Dr  F  C  Banting,  discoverer 
of  insulin,  who  has  Just  returned 
from  a  trip  in  the  Arctic  on  the 
Government  steamer  Beothic. 

Gradually  increasing  contact  with 
white  meh  is  slowly  changing  the 
Eskimo  character,  according  to  Dr. 
Banting's  observations. 

The  trading  companies,  he  said, 
were  converting  the  natives  from 
tribes  of  hunters  to  trappers.  They 
were  outfitted  with  woolen  clothing, 
tobacco,  weapons,  etc..  and  sent  out 
to  trap  foxes.  As  a  result  their  in- 
dustry of  hunting  caribou  and  other 
animals  used  largely  in  native 
economy  is  neglected.  The  native 
costume,  and  to  some  extent,  native 
diet,  was  being  transformed  as  a 
consequence

CONSTANTINOPLE.  Turkey,  Sept. 
9  —Turkish  women  are  not  slow  to 
demand  the  rights  guaranteed  them 
by  the  new  civil  code  which  swept 
Koranic  laws  out  of  Turkey  last 
year,  a  recent  action  of  Madame 
Sabiha  Zecheria.  sole  woman  pub- 
lisher in  Turkey,  indicates.

A  tiny  herd  of  tmenty  cows,  three 
sires  and  three  steers  of  the  Texas 
IjOnghorn  breed,  has  been  brought 
together  by  Will  C.  Barnes,  of 
Washington,  assistant  federal  for- 
ester, In  Wichita  National  Park  near 
here  Funds  for  acquUltlon  of  the 
herd  came  from  a  $5,000  appropria- 
tion by  Congress  for  the  purpose 

From  the  herd  of  genuine  Long- 
horns  it  is  planned  to  propagate 
many  descendants  of  the  lanky 
breed  which  once  roamed  Texas 
plains  by  the  thousands,  and 
through  the  herd  to  save  the  species 
from  extinction. 

Of  the  three  sires  in  the  group 
two  are  aged,  and  the  third — the 
dull  yellow  calf— Is  the  main  hope 
of  saving  the  type. 

Barnes'  search  for  the  animals  led 
him  from  one  end  of  Texas  to  the 
other,  and  caused  him  to  travel 
more  than  5,000  miles  and  to  inspect 
more  than  50,000  cattle.  The  herd 
he  formed  Is  small,  but  It  is  un- 
doubtedly the  largest  of  true  Long- 
homs  in  the  world.  The  animals 
cost  $1,750. 

"We  were  Just  in  time,"  said 
Barnes.  "In  another  five  years.  I 
do  not  believe  it  would  have  been 
possible  to  find  a  suitable  sire.  Not 
only  had  Texas  ranchmen  long 
since  ceased  to  permit  bulls  of  the 
type  to  propagate  their  kind,  but 
Mexican  cattlemen  are  rapidly  in- 
troducing better  beef  cattle  and 
shipping    the    Longhorn    type  to

Unlike 
the  Buffalo,  which  was  nearly  exter- 
minated by  slaughter  for  its  hide 
and  meat,  the  Longhorn  faced  ex- 
tinction by  diffusion  of  blood. 

Because  of  apparent  certainty  of 
extinction  of  the  type,  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  asked  Barnes 
to  prepare  a  Longhorn  "family"  to 
be  mounted  and  preserved  for  fu- 
ture generations  to  view.  A  "family" 
consists  of  a  bull,  a  cow.  a  steer  and 
a  calf.  When  the  herd  multiplies, 
as  Barnes  expects  it  to  do  within 
the  next  few  years,  the  order  will 
be  filled,  but  not  until  then.

issue  reviews  the  trend  of  the  Pa 
clflc  Coast  charter  market  during 
August  as  follows; 

Although  chartering  for  the  Eu- 
ropean grain  trade  during  August 
was  probably  the  heaviest  in  his- 
tory and  the  total  number  of  fix- 
tures for  the  Pacific  Coast  aet  a 
new  record,  or  nearly  so.  the  market 
Itself  did  not  display  any  Impres- 
sive strength.  It  is  true  that  at  the 
close  of  the  month  there  was  a 
little  firming  up.  but  In  general 
there  was  a. small  reaction,  one  way 
or  the  other,  to  the  tremendous 
volume  of  business  done 

The  explanation  has  been  offered 
that  the  shipowners  were  more  pes- 
simistic about  the  Pali  business 
than  were  the  shippers  themselves, 
who  were  cognizant  of  the  huge 
amount  of  cargo  to  go  forward.  If 
this  theory  Is  correct,  the  owners 
were  perhaps  misled  by  the  ex- 
treme dullness  of  the  Summer 
months,  which,  as  pointed  out  pre- 
viously, so  often  precedes  the  sea- 
sons greatest  activity  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Whatever  the  case,  an  al- 
most unlimited  supply  of  tonnage 
has  been  dumped  Into  the  Pacific 
Coast -European  trade,  and  a  vast 
share  of  the  bumper  harvest  has 
been  placed  at  rates  that  are  only 
fair.  There  have  been,  of  course 
reports  of  unfavorable  outlook  in 
other  world  trades,  but  It  would 
appear  scarcely  enough  to  Justify 
the  offering  of  so  much  forward 
tonnage  at  pre-season  rates. 

GAIN  A  LITTLE 
In  spite  of  all  this.  European 
grain  rates  gained  a  trifle.  All  of 
the  fixtures  made  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  were  between 
33s.  and  34s.  8d..  and  not  one 
32s.  8d.  charter  appeared  during 
this  period.  At  the  end  of  August, 
prompt  tonnage  was  quoted  at  34s., 
and  35s.  was  bid  for  forward  posi- 
tions and  were  shading  this  rate 
somewhat  on  early  1928  business, 
not  a  little  of  which  was  fixed 

Notwithstanding  all  the  charters 
closed,  there  is  still  a  very  large 
amount  of  grain  to  be  booked.  If 
tonnage  should  continue  to  offer  In 
such  volume  as  heretofore,  rates 
naturally  will  not  soar.  On  the 
other  hand,  only  a  continued  dump- 
ing of  ships  would  appear  as  likely 
to  keep  them  down  to  the  existing 
level.  It  is  perhaps  true  that  this 
market  is  about  the  only  one  that 
will  absorb  forward  tonnage  at  the 
moment,  and  hence  the.  owners  are 
turning  here  for  future  "Insurance." 
When  they  have  covered  sufficient- 
ly they  should  be  less  interested  In 
this  direction. 

BARLEY  INACTIVE 

The  liners'  Ideas  on  parcels  were 
based  on  35s.  with  37s.  6d.  asked  in 
many  cases  and  not  infrequently 
secured.  These  quotations  are  for 
wheat.  Barley  has  been  as  inactive 
as  wheat  has  been  animated  and 
scarcely  figures  in  the  market. 

The  remainder  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  trades  closed  the  month  in  a 
desultory  fashion.  Even  inter- 
coastal  lumber,  facing  a  great  move- 
ment of  general  cargo  which  is 
about  to  open,  ts  down  a  little. 
Tramp  tonnage  has  been  offering 
In  this  trade  at  813.75.  and  while 
the  regular  lines  have  held  to  $14 
on  parcels,  it  has  not  been  without 
effort  New  tonnage  entered  in  the 
intercoastal  route  doubtless  has  had 
some  effect,  of  an  antlclpatorv 
nature,  on  this  market,  but  It  is 
Renerally  believed  that  the  weak- 
ness will  be  short-lived  once  the 
general  cargo  traffic  actually  gets 
under  way. 

Australian  lumber  continues  to 
hold  Its  own  somewhat  as  it  has 
done  all  year,  but  has  slowed  down 
and  yielded  a  little  In  rates.  Late 
in  August  it  wae  down  again  to  814. 
and  weak  at  that  figure  Some 
owners  are  finally  evincing  Interest 
in  trip  charters  to  Australia,  but 
not  less  than  814.  which  shippers 
now  decline  to  pay.  Time  charter 
rates  dropped  a  little  during  the 
month,  but  subsequently  firmed  up 
again. 

IN  BAD  WAY 

The  Oriental  trade  remains  4n  a 
bad  way.  Lumber  to  Japan  is  weak 
at  89  50.  with  no  urgent  inquiry. 
The  Chinese  markets  are  inert,  both 
for  lumber  and  grain,  and  the

LONDON.  (By  Mall)  — New  in- 
stallations for  l  the  assistance  of 
navigation,  known  as  wireless  bea- 
cons, are  now  under  construction 
by  Trinity  House  at  various  points 
around  the  English  coast.  The  pur- 
pose of  these  beacons  is  to  send  out 
distinctive  wireless  signals  at  reg- 
ular intervals,  enabling  vessels  fitted 
with  wireless  direction  finders  to 
take  bearings  on  the  beacon  sta- 
tions and  accurately  determine  their 
position.  These  installations  form 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  aids  of 
navigation  for  insuring  the  safety 
of  life  at  sea,  and  are  expected  to 
prove  of  the  greatest  assistance  to 
marine  navigation  when  ships  are 
approaching  land,  particularly  dur- 
ing darkness  and  In  foggy  weather. 

The  first  wireless  beacon  station 
to  be  put  into  regular  commission 
by  Trinity  House  is  situated  at 
Round  Island,  in  the  8cllly  Islands. 
This  set,  which  has  been  designed 
by  the  Marconi  Company  to  Trinity 
House  specifications,  has  a  power 
of  500  watts,  and  is  operated  on  a 
wuve  length  of  1,000  metres,  the 
specified  wave  length  for  wireless 
beacon  stations.  Each  beacon  sta- 
tion is  to  have  a  special  call  sign, 
and  that  at  Round  Island  Is  the 
letters  "OOO"  In  Morse  code.  Dur- 
ing fair  weather  that  call  sign  Is 
repeated  continuously  at  the  rate 
of  fifteen  words  per  minute  for 
forty-five  seconds,  followed  by  a 
prolonged  dash  of  ten  seconds'  dur- 
ation and  one  repetition  of  the  call 
rlgn,  the  whole  operation  taking 
exactly  sixty  seconds.  The  trans- 
mission Is  followed  by  a  silent  period 
of  three  minutes,  and  Is  repeated 
three  times,  covering  a  total  period 
of  nine  minutes  each  half  hour.  In 
foggy  weather  the  signal  consists 
of  the  one  minute's  transmission 
and  three  minutes'  silence  repeated 
continuously.  The  whole  apparatus 
is  automatic  and  controlled  by  a 
master  clock,  which,  using  special 
contacts,  starts  up  and  switches  off 
the  power  machinery  and  wireless 
apparatus  at  the  required  times. 

This  type  of  wireless  beacon  has 
been  designed  so  that  a  minimum 
of  attention  is  required,  and  no 
skilled  men  are  necessary  for  its 
operation.  All  wearing  and  moving 
•iarts  are  duplicated,  and  if  a  valve 
burns  out  not  only  does  the  trans- 
mitter automatically  switch  over  to 
a  duplicate  pair,  but  a  warning  note 
It  sounded  In  a  loud  speaker  to  call 
the  llghtkeeper's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  valve  requires  replace- 
ment, and  this  warning  continues 
until  the  necessary  replacement 
has  been  made.  The  range  of 
the  station  for  accurate  bearings 
to  a  ship  using  a  normal  Marconi 
direction  finder  is  approximately  70 
to  100  miles,  but  under  favorable 
conditions  regarding  atmospherics

With  a  prize  crew  aboard  her.  the 
former  settling  schooner  Lady  Mine, 
now  auxlliary-englned  and  regls- 
tertd  here  as  the  Noble,  was  escort- 
ed Into  port  here  yesterday  morn- 
ing by  the  Fisheries  Protection 
cruiser  Malasplna  after  having 
been  seized  off  the  West  Coast  late 
Thursday  night  with  a  cargo  of 
liquor  beneath  her  hatches. 

The  seizure  was  made  off  Pa- 
chena  Point  for  alleged  violation  of 
the  Canadian  Customs  regulations. 
Customs  officers  here  yesterday 
were  loath  to  divulge  the  exact 
nature  of  the  charge  against  the 
vessel  pending  Instructions  from 
Ottawa,  but  it  is  believed  the  vessel 
was  seized  for  being  In  Canadian 
waters  with  a  cargo  transferred 
from  another  vessel  at  sea. 

With  a  special  customs  preven 
live  officer.  Oeorge  Norrts.  aboard, 
the  Malasplna.  the  commander  of 
which.  Captain  Laird.  Is  also  a 
customs  officer,  set  out  from  Esqui- 
mau on  Thursday  afternoon  to 
search  for  the  Noble. 

After  about  nine  hours'  steaming 
up  the  West  Coast,  the  Malaspina 
sighted  the  Noble,  hove  to  and  rid- 
ing without  lights.  At  the  time. 
11:30  p  m  the  Malasplna  was  her- 
self steaming  through  the  darkness 
without  lights.  She  approached  the 
suspected  schooner  and  a  prise 
crew  of  three  men  was  placed 
aboard.  Three  of  the  schooners 
complement  of  six  were  taken 
aboard  the  Malaspina  and  the  two 
vessels  set  off  for  this  port  with  the 
Government  ship  escorting. 

At  Victoria  the  liquor,  said  to  be 
valued  st  about  120.000.  was  trans- 
ferred to  shore  yesterday  afternoon 
and  placed  tn  custody  of  the  collec- 
tor of  customs. 

The  Noble  cleared  from  Vancou- 
ver several  weeks  ago  for  an  up- 
Coast  port.  Later  she  was  reported 
off  San  Francisco  by  United  States 
revenue  cutters,  according  to  news- 
paper dispatches.  She  Is  said  to 
have  been  trailed  on  her  reported 
voyage  north  by  the  United  States 
revenue  cutter  Cahokia. 

The  registered  owner  of  the 
Noble  Is  Richard  Bamett  Wright 
Plrie.  The  schooner  is  about  fifty 
years  old  and  once  sailed  out  of 
this  port  In  the  sealing  Industry.
